The plot was re- used for rhe 
design of o rable-rop RPG. So after 
EOS was finished ir proved 
rempting for Karl ro utilise the story 
for rhe basis of Senrinel Worlds, The 
plot was highly modified, mind 
you, as many additions and 
changes were made while basic 
ideas such as place names and 
characters were hepr. 

'The inrenr of Sentinel Worlds 
was to follow rhe concepr of rhe re- 
discovery of magic". 

This merging of rhe DGD and 
rhe science fiction world is an 
inrriguing concepr bur scare red 
with many pirfalls that Karl has, 
largely managed ro avoid wirh 
grear aplomb. When Sentinel 
Worlds appeared rhe re were 
scattered comments abour the 
underlying similarity berween it and 
Elecrronic Arr's Srarf light. 

" I think there" s some natural 
similarities. Bur it's almost like 
comparing two Dungeon and 
Dragon-rype games. There's 
obviously going to be similarities in 
characrer development whar rhey 
can da. etc, Wirh regard ro 
combat, I rook a different 
approach as I wenr for real -rime 
action, a foster dog -fight type of 
mode rarher than a slow srraregic 
approach rhar Srarflighr rook. Orher 
similarities may have come from 
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the focr rhar rhe producer of borh 
producrs was the same - Joe 
Ybarra. Alrtiough he doesn'r get a 
whole lor of credit he is rhe 
bounceboard for ideas. So it's likely 
thot rhe some philosophies will 
appear. There is no conscious effort 
to copy anybody. Though."

To start with you have 
to sign in, Then you ore 
faced with as mote I y a 
aew of hopeful 
youngsters that any real 
monager has ever had ro 
choose from. They will 
want to negotiate rheir 
conrrocrs on rhe spot 
fhough as new hopefuls 
you can probably take 
advantage of them at 
first. The conrracr consists of 
a minimum world 
rankrng, minimum 
number of bouts and 
average percentage of 
purse for rhe following 
year. Tnis conrracr is 
reviewed each year and 
as a fighrer gains 
experience rhe 
negotiations will become 
more and more fierce. 

Once you've got your 
troop of merry men you 
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can start fulfilling their 
contracts by setting up 
some bouts. Grab the 
phone and o list of orher 
managers will be 
displayed.

even conceive of. 

Gilbert focussed his oTTenrion on 
creating the mythicaf Mexican 
village of Palomor with a series of 
srories that go under rhe collective 
title of Hearrbreak 5oup.
